A company may be organized

■Wharf are added it often leads 
to ooiuplioations because ths laat 
onee do not have the same ex|>euse 
of construction, and il ooeta vsry 
little to add inslrumente. This can 
be avoided where ee-m new mem- 
ber ie made to pay the eame sum 
uf the original member In most 
oasee the stock company is the beet 
plan If well managed it is bound 
to be a ruccees Hut when there 
is not enough interest in tbe com- 
munity to form a stock company, 
a few neighbors oao chip in and 
put up a private line to obtain tel- 
ephone eervioe as soon aa poeeible 
ails} perhape later it may be possi- 
ble to form a stock company and 
extend tbe business. If it is pos- 
sible the local exobauge should be 
ooonected tbe longdistance, altho' 
it is the local service that ie of far 
mora value to the smaller towns 
and faruiing|oommunitiee. 

After the company ie organized 
and written agreements secured 
from people who want tbe phone, 
tha next thing to be done ie to se- 
cure the right of way and make a 
survey of the proposed route. 

H will take two men to measure 
end tlag the route and a boy may 
drive the wagon containing the 
necessary supplies -plenty of two 
foot stakes, 150 feet of braided 
rrge, one ax and about three Hag 
poles ten feet high.

While cedar poles 
last twelve years and chestnut tif- 
teen, while Norway pine rots if) 
about mx years. When* lIlO ratUN 
try im ravel 85 font pole* are best, 
if the laud is rugged use 20 foot 
polee in higher pte)OM ami 2 » foot 
polea in the low ground This 
will keep the wires nearly level 
The holeB for the poles should be 
dug four feet deep for the twenty 
fo-.t poleH and live feet for the .'KJ 
foot poles 

In rocky places dril'ing and 
bksting with dynamite may lie 
found necessary. Have only 
enough holes dug at one time to 
use the same day as it is always 
<!ungerous to leave holes open 
along a country road. 

When the poles have been pre- 
pared a carpenter should do this 
while the holes are being dug 
bore a hold about five-eighth inoh 
for the through boll and fish tha 
top to prevent the water from be- 
ing ahed on the crosa-arm: cut 
the gainea about an inch deep at 
right angles to the poles when the 
cross arms are on, place, a plank 
at the back of the hole to keep the 
Moil from coming in and help the 
pole to elide in smoothly. Carry 
tho pok to the hole and place the 
butt against the plank 

It takee tive or six men to raise 
one of the poles when the oross. 
arm ia on Having the pole in an 
•asy position to raise let all toge 
ther raise the top end shoulder 
high and lay it on a support; then 
while one man keeps the butt stea 
dy with a cant hook two men are 
in Eroal with long pikee and two 
in back with short pikae. At a 
given signal all raise tbe pole in 
uniaon. Thau two at a time they 
get into a better poiition lower 
down aud then make a last heave 
to get the pole in poaition. Tbe 
pole should stand perfectly erect, 
supported by the pikes until the 
dirt is tilled in; two of tha men 
can shovel the dirt while tha other 
two tramp it down. 

After all the polee are in tha 
wires are next stsrtsd This re- 
rjoirtf two line men and a ground 
man The wires, insulators and 
reels should lie parried in a wagon 
While driving along the route the 
reels unwiud the wires, two at a 
tune, leaving them out straight 
upon the ground, and the insula- 
tors are laid at the bottom of each 
pole as they are passed The line 
men u^xt carry tli3 wires up to the 
poles and after the wire has besn 
made as tight as possible it is fas- 
tened to the poles bv the line 
men

have now learned more about this 
oountry, and will say, the longer 
1 stay here the better I like it 
aud will give my reasons. 

First, this is a new oountry and, 
as I have said l>efore, land is 
oheap. There is some govern- 
ment and state land in this coun- 
ty for homeateading and donation. 

You can homestead 100 acres 
and from the time you make your 
entry until yon prove up on it, it 
will cost you only $l»>. The mosjt 
of it is bottom land, as the ridge 
land has been taken up A few 
miles north of here, on the Cache 
and Black rivers, lie hundreds and 
undreds of acres of land which 
is not cleared up. It is heavily 
timbeiad with cypress, oak, gum 
aud elm. In these woods we get 
our deer and turkey ; aud 1 notice, 
Mr. Editor, that you have an invi- 
tation for a hunt by Harry Grill, 
of Texas, and so I will extend you 
the same. If you will come here 
I will insure you all sorts of fun 
in one of our hunts. We go aa 
far in tbe woods as we can in one 
day, go horseback through the 
thickest of timber, wade sloughs 
that are full of cypress knees and 
fight mosquitoes world without 
end. 

We camp out at night on the 
open ground, cook what khino we 
eat on forked sticks and we have 
to keep our campfires burning all 
ni^'ht to keep the wolvea otF while 
we sleep. We are frequently 
awakened by their howling, or the 
noise of some other prowling wild 
beast. 

Some of the finest people are 
here you ever saw. The most of 
them came here from Tennessee, 
and the next thing to being at 
home is to be with a Tennessean. 

The fruit crop here has been 
slightly damaged by the frost, but 
a very good crop is expected. 
Corn and wheat are growing slow- 
ly on account of cold weather. 
There will be a large crop of cot- 
ton planted here, as it ia easier 
cultivated than tobacco aud more 
money in it. A renter pays only 
one third for gronnd. There is 
no tobacco raised here. 

I have so far failed to meet a 
Keutuckian here and have given 
up hopes of ever seeing one "ith- 
in the borders of this country. I 
am thinking of going to St. Louis 
this summer and perhaps 1 may 
meet some of the old boys at the 
World s Fair.

— Dam Bditob; Having recover- 
ed from the fntigue of my^trip and 
learned about the beautiful valley 
in which I live, I shall endeavor 
to write a few lines for the benefit 
of the Press 

First 1 will tell of the beaatiful 
Yokima valley, between the South 
eastern and Southwestern corners 
of Washington and is thirty-five 
miles long, and fifteen miles wide 
thus making aa area of about 336, 
(MX) acres of the richest soil in the 
fnited States, it's formation be- 
ing volcanic ashes. 

Yakihima valley is bounded by 
ranges uf low mouutains; 1 o w 
enough to enable us to view the 
snow-capped peaks of the tower- 
ing Cascades and one low ranga of 
hills that biseot this valley, and 
the southern section is called Sun 
nyside. This is a good name for 
this section for it is very sunny 
and hot. The northern section is 
oalled Yokima proper. It is not 
as good a country as Sunnyside, 
though a tine country. 

The Yokima river is the only 
stream that traverses this vale and 
along this river thiugs look <[iiite 
beautiful, as the only timber there 
is in Yokima valley is along this 
stream, and the trees are leaved 
out in full. It is from this river 
that Yakima valley gets its nour- 
ishment; the water that produces 
vegetatiou comes from this river. 

Yakima valley has several villa- 
ges scattered about, but the most 
noted is North Yokima, which is 
a city of seven thousand inhabi- 
tants, and this city is growing ra- 
pidly, and will in a few years be 
one of the great cities of the west. 
It is the home [of Congressman 
.lones. who came t> Washington 
some few years ago unable to pay 
for having his clothes washed, but 
today he stands at the headline of 
the greatest men of this State and 
is very wealthy, 

Washington will become a great 
state; she has the soil, water, rain 
eral. timber, and climate, and iu a 
few more years, if the tide of im-j 
migration is kept up, as it has for 
the past few months, she will have 
the population, and 1 don't think 
she will lobe her magnetic power 
lor many years yet. 

Well, I will now tell you how 
our former Crittenden county cit 
izeus ar« getting aloug.
